Ber hat portion of Missouri which borders on Kan- 
sas contains, as nearly as can now be ascertained, 
a population of fifty thousand slaves, and their 
estimated value, at the prices prevailing here, is 
about twenty millions of dollars. As the whole 
State containe but about one hundred thousand 
slaves, it will be seen that one half of the entire 
slave population of Missouri islocated in the eigh- 
teen counties bordering on Kansas, the greater 
rtion of which is separated from that Territory

of theline. This part of our State is distingaish- 
ed by a uniform fertility of soil, a temperate and 
healthful climate, and a population progressing 
rapidly in all the elements that constitute a pros- 

us community. 

Anidea has to some extent prevailed abroad 
that Missouri contained but a very small slave 
population, and that the permanance of this insti- 
tution here was threatenad by the existence of at 
least a respectable minority of her citizens, ready 
and anxious to abolish it, and that only a slight 
external pressure was necessary to accomplish 
this purpose. We regret that this opinion has 
to some extent received countenance from the 
publication and patronage of journals in our com- 
mercial metropolis, evidently aiming at such a 
result, 

We think it proper to state that the idea above

CULTURE OF THE RASPBERRY. 


Ths following account of the management and 
profits of one of the most extensive aad successful 
plantations of the red Antwerp raspberry in the 
Union, (at Milton, Ulster county, N. Y.,) we copy 
froma late number of the American Agricultur- 
tsl ® 
“Mr. Hallock cultivates this fruit with great suc- 
cess. Before setting the canes he ploughs deep 
and subsoils ths ground, and highly manures every 
year, with a compost of muck and stable dung, ap- 


| plied to them when covered up in the winter or 


early spring. ‘Two or three canes are set in every 
hill, and these are four feet apart each way. The 
ground is kept well stirred with the cultivator 
during the growing season and clear of all weeds 
with the hoe. 

“To protect the canes through the winter he 
covers them two or three inches deep with earth. 
This is done by ploughing the ground the way it is 
desired the plants should lie, two furrows between 
the rows; then bend the canes gently down from 
one hill to the next, and cover with a spade or hoe, 
being careful to have the ground lowest between 
the rows, to prevent the water from settling around 
them, as they require to be kept dry. In the 
spring as soon as the grouad becomes settled and 
dry, the canes are carefuily raised from the ground 
with the tines of a manure fork, and the ground 
is then ploughed between the rows at right angle 
to the way the canes lay during the winter, so as 
to level and smooth it. Stakes about five feet 
long are then driven into each hill, and the canes 
tied close to them. 

“Mr. Hallock has cultivated this kind of rasp- 
berry on the same ground, in his garden, for six- 
teen years, and they do as well now there as ever. 
The average yields is about 5,000 pint baskets a 
season, and they sell in market from twelve to 
fourteen cents each net, which leaves from $600 
to $700 per acre. 

“There is little danger of the New York market 
being overstocked with this delicious fruit; for the 
desire to obtain it here, increases faster than the 
cultivation extends into the country around us.”
